literary work was enormous. For several years he has 
been a regular contributor to almost a score of publications, 
including such representative journals as The Times, The 
Sun, Puck, Judge, The Epoch, and Texas Siftings. From 
these original sources Mr. Welch's humor spread from 
newspaper to magazine, and from magazine to newspaper, 
literally from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the Gulf 
to the Great Lakes. In the last four or five years he 
probably published alone more purely humorous “ matter” 
than all the rest of the humorists of the United States to- 
gether. The fecundity of his pen in this particular direction

An Mr. Welch never once gave way under the strain.
